The chairman, who was prac jcally 
inaudible nat the press ‘inble, was 
understood to depreente the proposnl. 
The point, he said, had been discussed 
at the lost meeting fn connexion wit! 
neup offered by thio Hon. Dr, R. i. 
Kotewall. It was then debated 
thoroughly, and the unanimous 
opinion was expressed that they had 
enough charity cups and they could 
not go any further with the proposal. 

Mr. J. Ormiston said he agreed with 
tho chairman's remarks but he would 
like to know if Mr. James would
